coastal region today. 


The mass of cool air from north- 


west Canada centered in the west- 
ern Dakotas, western Nebraska 
and northwestern Montana early 
today. Temperatures throughout 
the region were below freezing. 
Skies generally were clear, but 
there was rain over much of the 
midwest area. Frost and freezing 
temperatures were forecast 
for 


parts of the north central states 
tonight.

of one box of securities, Miss Jones 
said, she regained composure and 
withheld knowledge of a second 
box. But after a search the pair 
uncovered the 
other 
container. 


Miss Jones estimated that the loot 
consisted of Si.500 in cash and an 
additional $1,000 in war savings 
bonds. 
'" Miss Jones, recovering'from her 
hysteria, fled to the home of a 
neighbor, Frank Haenitsch, where 
she notifed the sheriff's office. 


Authorities are faced with the 


fact that Miss Jones, who resided 
alone in the old, two-story home 
in the northeast section of Frank- 
lin Grove, could furnish no descrip- 
tion of the men. Her extremely- 
nervous condition, too, has caused 
her account of the theft to become 
disconnected at times.

in economic knots. 


The CIO United Steehvorkers 


and six major steel producers have 
agreed to an 11-day extension of 
the strike truce sought by Pres- 
ident Truman. 


That truce begins at midnight 


tonight -- the hour originally sec 
for the nation-wide steel walkout. 
It will continue until Sept. 25. 


The Steehvorkers also accepted 


the recommendations of the pres- 
ident's fact-finding board—even 
though it meant giving up a fourth 
round wage increase. 


Xo Wage Boost 


The men who make steel will 


have to be satisfied with the av 
erage $165 an hour they now re- 
ceive. 
The union won three in- 


creases totalling 46 cents since 
the end of World war II. 


Maurice J. Tobin, secretary of 


labor, predicted the Steehvorkers' 
acceptance of the board findings 
will result in "national prosperity 
such as this country has rarely 
known." 


President Truman made no im- 


mediate comment on the CIO ac- 
tioifc—But a top White House as- 
sociate said the president regards 
the agreement won in the steel 
controversy as a forerunner of 
widespread peaceful settlements in 
other industrial disputes. 


The advisor said Truman ex-

Schiller, morose and tight-lipped, 
was held today in a vicious at- 
tack on a small playmate.

strangle the smaller lad. 


In probate court yesterday John 


affirmed that he had told Michael.

told me you're supposed 


to die today." 


But that was all he('d say. 
Michael was found unconscious

Thursday. He was suffering from 
26 knife wounds and bruises. 


Later he told police that an 


older boy, with gold bndgwork in 
his front teeth, had attacked him. 


John, son of a factory worker, 


Joseph Schiller, was arrested at 
his Lutheran Parochial school. 


Carried to court from his hos- 


pital bed, Michael identified John. 


"That's him," he said. ;'He beat 


me He had a knife. I went to 
sleep and didn't remember any- 
thing after that." 


Judge Glair R. Black questioned 


John, and the boy told of taking 
Michael for a iide on the handle- 
bars of his bicycle. 


In the vacant lot. according to 


his story, he beat Michael, slashed 
him with a jack-knife, and cut 
him on the forehead with a sharp 
stick. 


Then he knotted a piece of rope 


around Michael's neck and also 
choked him with his hands. Then 
he threw a\\ay the knife and fled. 


Judge Blair oidered that John 


be given an intelligence test and 
a psychiatric examination before 
further court action.

What's phosphorus to a pig 
1? 


Just a half a pound of your 250-lb. pig ia 
phosphorus. This seems a smaU~anioTffit. 
But without it, your pig would die. And 
there are other minerals just as vital to 
livestock. Some they need in quite large 
amounts... calcium and sodium as well as 
phosphorus. Others we call trace elements. 
These they need in very small amounts ... 
such as cobalt, iron, copper and manganese. 


But your animals do need these trace ele- 


ments. /The people at the agricultural col- ^ 
leges have proved that past all doubt. Some | 
minerals are a "must" if you want to raise S 
healthy, fast-gaining cattle. That goes for 
lambs and hogs, too. For example, these 
men find that grass and grains in Dade 
County, Florida, are short of copper and 
iron. Clflllam County, Washington, needs 
iodine to check goiter. They know that San 
Diego County, California, hasn't enough 
phosphorus. In Aroostook County, Maine, 
the scarce mineral is cobalt. Ranchers and 
farmers in these four corners of the country- 
have this problem. Their feeds and forages 
are short of one or more vital minerals. Many 
other areas share the problem, including 
parts of the great Corn Belt. 


But you ask, "How can I spot animals 


which suffer from mineral shortage?" It's 
not too easy. If the lack is serious, your 
stock may have rickets, "big neck," anemia 
or other ailments. But there are some early 
symptoms you can spot. These are bone chew- 
ing, loss of appetite, slow gains, rough and 
scrubby coats. Or just a general unthrifty con- 
dition gives you the clue. If you start feeding a 
mineral which contains the essential trace ele- 
ments, you may bring them around fast. But if 
this doesn't work, then you should consult your 
veterinarian, county agent or agricultural college. 


The common mineral deficiencies in your area 


are known. By feeding mineral-balanced rations, 
you can correct these lacks. Or you can build up 
the mineral content of the soil. Either, or both, 
of these will help you grow healthier livestock, 
at a lower cost.

Supplemental Mineral for 


Wintering Range Ewes 


by William H. Burkitt 
Montana State College 


Thirteen mineral elements are 
known to be necessarj for nor- 


mal functioning of an animal body. However, this 
does not mean'that all 13 must be supplied in a 
mineral mixture. Many of them are present, under 
usual feeding conditions, in sufficient amounts for 
breeding ewes. Those lacking in Montana include 
sodium and chlorine (salt), iodine, phosphorus, and 
possibly cobalt. 


Lack of sufficient iodine in the ration of pregnant 


e^es results in lambs being born with "big neck" 
goiter . Thin wool in lambs may also result. If 
dead or weak lambs have shown "big neck" or thin 
wool at birth in past years, stabilized iodized salt 
should df finitely be fed the ewes this winter. 


I'nosp:iC<run deficiency may exist in wintering 


range ev,e=. particularly if there is little or no sup- 
plemental feeding Abortions and weak lambs may 
rferu'a from deficient phosphorus. Pregnant ewes 
snouid have from 0 16^ to 0 18^ phosphorus in 
the:r feed 
Many grass hay? and mature range 


fas--eb contain 'K>SS than 0 15^ phosphorus and 
some contain a.- low as 0.04^ phosphorus. Bone 
meal, def.uonnated rock phosphates, and mono- 
sodium phosphate are satisfactory sources of phos- 
phorus. Palatabilrty and consumption may be im- 
proved by mixing with salt. 


Cobalt is believed to be needed bv micro- 


organisms in the paunch. A lack results 'in loss of 
appetite, less feed consumption, and eventually 
starvation. A possible cobalt deficiency may be 
guarded against by mixing 1 ounce of cobalt salt 
with each 100 pounds of stock salt. Cobalt carbonate, 
chloride, or sulfate are all satisfactory. > Editor's note.

But, during this past 
summer, I talked to a lot of people about the 
livestock-meat industry and our mutual prob- 
lems. And I found a refreshing, encouraging 
attitude- "Sure, we gotproblems. Whohasn t 
these days? But if producer, packer and re- 
tailer work together as the 'meat team, we 11 
work things out ..." It's just good business 
to have a decent regard for the contributions 
made by other members of your team. I hope 
you have followed the "Meat Team" adver- 
tisements of the American Meat Institute 
and will talk to your neighbors about them. 


FACT CONFIRMED— Out in the West, when- 
ever I passed a town with a local meat- 
packing plant, I thought, "This town, out here 
where there is lots of livestock, is well served 
by that local plant. But what about the dis- 
tant cities filled with meat eaters and no near- 
by livestock production to speak of?" I know 
for a fact that meat has to travel an average 
of more than 1,000 miles to reach those con- 
sumers. The only way they can get meat is 
through the low-cost processing and market- 
ing services provided by nationwide meat 
packers, like Swift & Company. 


MONEY and MEAT-In the fail months 
we run into an unusual situation in the 
livestock-meat packing industry. At that 
time we often see the year's high market 
for top' finished beef cattle. And this top 
price usually is being paid when the aver- 
age price for aU cattle is moving in the 
opposite direction. 
The high price is explained by me fact 


that during the fall we usually have the 
shortest supply of the year of well finished, 
long fed cattle. Brisk demand for this short 
supply naturally will force the price up. 


The lower average price results from 


the annual move to market of huge num- 
bers of grass-fed cattle. 


About 20 per cent of all the cattle and 


lambs slaughtered during a whole year 
must be handled in September and Octo- 
ber. Meat from these animals being slaugh- 
tered any given day generally is on the din- 
ner table in less than 14 days. 


Folks aren't likely to have any more 


money to spend on food during the fall 
months than in February, when fewer 
meat animals are being marketed. 


Since beef and lamb is largely a fresh 


meat business, there's a lot of meat to eat 
during the fall months. Consequently, since 
consumers have no more money to spend, 
meat prices have to be lowered. And that 8 
just what happens, as it usually does with 
an increased amount of meat to be sold and 
no increase in the amount of money with 
which to buy it. These lower meat pnct* 
are most noticeable, of course, in the large 
consuming centers where surplus supplies 
always can be moved at a price. 


Naturally, then, livestock pnces follow 


meat prices. Producers should keep in 
mind that the prices they receive for their 


livestock are governed by what the packer can get for 
the meat and the by-products. This is perfectly dem- 
onstrated, as we "have pointed out above, when 
the price for one kind of cattle, in short $uPPlv' » 
moving up at the same time that prices of other 
cattle, in heavy supply, are moving down.

The FTC reaches no general conclusions in this report. 


But, earlier this year it cautioned congress: "If nothing is 
done to check the growth in concentration, either the giant 
corporations will ultimately take over the country or the 
government will be impelled to impose some form of direct 
regulation in the public interest." 


Some deep-rooted questions are stirred by this kind of 


thinking. And government ought to be slow to indulge in 
any major tinkering with the economic structure until it has 
the answers. 


The main goal of our economic system is to produce 


goods and services to provide us with the highest possible 
standard of living. The nation regards a good living stand- 
ard as a basic safeguard of a full, free life for its individual 
citizens. But in working toward this objective for consuming 
citizens, the system must not destroy or limit freedom among 
the producers themselves. For then consumers may event- 
ually suffer. 
Except under carefully regulated special conditions, mo- 


nopoly in an industry is viewed as an enemy of freedom 
among producers. Our anti-trust laws are designed to com- 
bat it. to break up harmful concentrations of economic 
power. 
But we cannot afford to assume that either concentra- 


tion of control or great factory size is evil as such. Econo- 
mists tell us that compelling economic factors dictate that 
some plants and some companies must be large to attain the 
greatest efficiency—and hence the greatest value to,con- 
sumers. 
Where this situation prevails, small competitors 


will naturally be at a disadvantage, as will new enterprises 


In certain industries, the mere nature of the manufactur- 


ing process calls for such heavy investment in plant and 
equipment that small fellows are barred almost from the 
start There are few fly-by-nights these days in steel and 
automobiles, for example. 


Furthermore, it may be wrong to suppose that simply 


because a few concerns have the bulk of the business there 
is no competition of the sort that benefits consumers. Signs 
are that many concentrated industries have a high degree of 
competition within their restricted circle. 


«'None of this is to defend monopoly or dangerous cen- 


tralizing of power. Nor to deny the evident advantages of 
smallness in economic as well as other organizations. It is 
onlv to say that those advantages may be over-ridden by 
other factors of greater meaning to individual well-being and 
freedom. 


What the country wants is the best possible performance 


from industry, not as recorded on a chart in tribute to cold 
efficiency, but as translated into human satisfactions and 
liberties.
